Property tax bills

Property tax bills are being 
mailed and I would like to once 
again remind Venice Township 
taxpayers to make sure they are 
receiving all the deductions to. 
which they are entitled 


Last summer, we helped a 
number of people reduce théir 
taxes by filing for the Senate 





Bill 1790 and/or Homestead 
exemptions before they paid 
their bills. 


I urge everyone to look at the 
left column of the tax bill to see 
if a number greater than zero 
appears before the ‘‘Senate Bill 
1790"’ or “Homestead” lines. If 
you are buying the property you 
actually live in, you are-proba- 
bly entitled to the Senate Bill 
1790 deduction 


Many times, persons buying 
homes ve their taxes paid by 
a bank or mortgage company 
from an escrow qccount. Often, 
eg don’t even see their tax bill 
and are just given an amount 

The lender must present you 
with a copy of your tax bill, but 
all too often, they fail to do so. 
Once the bill is paid, it is too 
late to seek deductions or to for- 
mally protest your taxes 


Take it upon yourself to ask 
-your_lender for a copy of your 
tax bill and, if you have any 
doubts concerning your pro: 
deductions, please call my office 
before they pay your bill. Even 
though the lender may be paying 
your taxes for you, it is stil

Teen fathers: 


Many shirk 
responsibility

Most teen-age guys are worrying about col- 
lege, cars and compact discs, but not Ste- 
phen Vaughn of Mascoutah. His mind is on 
dirty diapers, 3 a.m. feedings and the future. 

Stephen's son, Christian, was born May 16. 

“Being a father is everything I thought 
and more,"* Stephen, 19, said. “‘It takes a lot 
out of you. It changes you.” 

Stephen and his wife, Jodee, 18, were mar- 
ried in February. They had dated seriously 
since high school and had talked many times 
about getting married — some day, Howev- 
er, when Jodee found out she was pregnant, 
they arranged a wedding in two weeks 

They both wanted children, but would have 
preferred to wait a few years to start a fam- 
ily 

Since Christian's birth, Stephen and Jodee 
have been pacing the floors at night, chang- 
ing diapers, warming baby bottles and like 
many other new parents, just praying that 
ything turns out all right 
ie’s a healthy baby, a good baby, but he 
is getting spoiled,”’ Stephen said. ‘‘We have 
to hold him all the time, he cries when we 
put him down 

Stephen's attitude isn’t exactly typical 

Today, it is not at all unus or a 
teen-ager to have a child, but it is unusual 
for teen-age fathers to stay involved with 
their children 

In 1988, 23,169 teen-agers bgcame parents, 
said Lynda Miller, executive director of Par- 
ents Too Soon, a statewide organization cen- 
tered in Springfield that serves parents 
under the age of 21 

Despite efforts by schools to provide infor- 
mation about birth control, the number of 
teen-age parents rises every year, she said. 
Half of the teen mothers are 18 or older, the 
other half are between 13 and 17, she said. 

Though it is not always the case in teen 
pregnancies, the fathers are frequently teen- 
agers also. Through information provided by 
teen-age mothers, Miller has learned that 75 
percent of the fathers are within two to four 
years of the mothers’ ages. 

Little else is known about teen-age fathers; 
they rarely stay around 

Celeste Cochel director of the Pregnancy 
Care Center at Elizabeth's Hospital in 
Belleville, says boys frequently blame girls 
for a pregnancy, but the teen-agers’ families 
tend to blame the boys. 

“When a boy realizes that a girl is preg- 
nant he wants out of the relationship,’’ said 
Cocheba. Her care center offers pre- and 
post-natal care for low-income families. 

Boys frequently offer to help financially if 
the girl wants to have an abortion, but offer 
no support if she wants to keep the baby, she 
said. i 

“It is too much responsibility,” Cocheba 
said. “It is a sticky situation and expensive, 
so the young man often leaves.” 

One of the reasons teen-age fathers leave 
is that fewer teen-agers are getting married, 
Miller said. 

. In 1970, 39 percent of teen births were to 
unmarried girls, in 1980, 58 percent of teen. 
mothers were unmarried and in 1988, 78 per- 
cent were unmarried, Miller said. Those cou- 
ples that do get married are frequently 
divorced in a year or two. 

““By the end of the first year less than half 
of teen fathers are still involved in the 
child’s life," Miller said. 

But that figure could soon change. Miller 
said the - federal government is cracking 
down on men who haven't been paying child 
support. If young men are not willing to act 
as role models for their children, they will at 
joant be providing financial support, she 










































If too much responsibility scares some 
fathers away, money is also a prime factor 
Teen-agers can rarely deal with the financial 
burden of raising a id, -Cocheba said. 

“The way to help young fathers is to pro- 
vide them with jobs,” Miller said. “However, 
funds for job-training programs are hard to 
come by.” 

Cocheba said help in general focuses on 
teen-age mothers, while teen-age fathers are 
frequently ignored.
